A direct road from Milwaukee to Fond du 


I ac, through West Bend has always been a 
f '.vorite project with the citizens of each place 
In effort was mad« at an early day by mysslf 
s .id other citizeus of Fond du Lac to enlist the 
e lixens of Milwaukee in that enterprise. 
But 


11* latter had just embarked in the construction 
c.' the Milwaukee A Mississippi Railroad; and 
t Jtthen fully appreciating th«irovn strength, 
s id our northern region not being then suf- 
f ciently settled and developed, the undertak- 
i ig was deemed premature. Tbe public mind 
I awever, of each place still dwelt upon the en- 
t irprise and continued to press it, till a charter 
\ as finally obtained for that purpose, aiid a 
c iropnny organized under the control of citizens 
c"Milwaukee, who w«re supposed to be most 
c seply interested in it. The city ofMilwau- 
l se as an evidence of her appreciation of the 
i uportance of the road, agreed to loan her credit 
t iwsrds its construction to the amount of 
$ 200,000.

I jnd du Lnc proud of Milwaukee as the great 
c >mmercial emporium of Iier State, aud beliuv- 
ii g that tbe natural advantages of her own pos- 
iliou, aided by tbe Railroad facilities to which 
s ie was entitled, waukl enable her to assumes, 
r .nk next in importance, felt the failure of this 
f; vorite undertaking most sensibly and most 
k .'only. It seemed for a time to cast a light 
o -or the briliant prospects of her future. Just 
a this period the Rock Rivar Valley Road 
c langoa hands: nnd the nenv or consolidated 
company offered her citizens an outlet to Mil- 
w aukee by a connection of the Valley Road 
v ith the La Crosso road, Disappointed in ob 
t; ining the direct route, her citizens embraced 
t) e next opportunity of ingress and egress by 
e;.id road thnt was afforded them; and then for 
t! e first time concluded to loan and did loan,
